New Jersey 
which brought nine electoral votes in 
one hand without making any demand 
with the other, seconded the nomination 
of Allen G. Thurman. 
[Applause.] 


M. Dorsey, of Nevada voiced the 
sentiments of the demccrats of Nevada 
in indorsing the ticket of Cleveland and 
Thurman. 


Mr. Romis, of New York, was greeted 
with cheers when he took the stand to 
make known the position of his state 
delegation.

Thurman's nomination. 


Toting for Vice-President. 


The convention then proceeded to 
vote and the names of the states were 
called. 
When one vote was announced 
from Ohio for Gray, there was a storm 
of hisses and cries of "put hhtn out." 
Before the vote of Wisconsin was an- 
nounced it was evident that Tharman's 
nomination was assured and the conven- 
tion was thrown into a fever of excite- 
ment and enthusiasm when the Indiana 
delegation took down the "grey" hat 
whioh had been held aloft all day on its 
banner pole and flung a red bandana to 
the breeze. 
This was the sign for a 
repetition of the 
scene of yesterday 
when Cleveland was nominated. 


The Indiana banner with its fluttering 
red bandana was caught up by two ex- 
cited delegates and borne to the stage, 
where it was frantically waved during 
the continuation of the demonstration. 
Some one tied a red bandana about the 
neck of a bust of Cleveland in tho rear 
of the stage, and the cheers of the con- 
vention, 
whioh 
was 
now 
wild 
with enthusiasm, 
were 
reiloubled. 
The hall became a pandemonium. 
The 
delegation banners, all decorated with 
red bandanas, were borne from state to 
state about the hall in a frantio manner, 
and thousands of red bandanas waved 
all over the hall. 
The demonstration 
lasted for ttl>out ten minutes. 


After something like order had been 
restored the calling of states was pro- 
ceeded with and before completed Mr. 
Patterson, of California, moved that Mr. 
Thurman's nomination be unanimous. 


Gray 
Withdrawn. 


Tho motion was seconded by Mr. 
Shankhn, of Indiana, in an earnest 
speech. 
Ho rose for the purpose of 
withdrawing the name of Isaac P. Gray 
aud seconded the motion to make the 
nomination of A. G. Thurman unani- 
mous. 
He promised the convention 
that 'IS the delegates had been for Gray 
y«ii;r i:\y aud lliis morning, they were 
now and from this time forward apostles 
of Thurmau, 


TharniciC Tiomlnated by Acclamation. 
The motion was agreed to and the 
nomination of Mr. Thurman ^as made 
nnauimous amid loud cheers.

T IS one of the 
f a c t s of history 
that ever s i n c e 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
government 
be- 
g a n t h e r e has 
been one party ad- 
vocating 
m o r e 
power and special 
privileges, and an- 
other party advo- 
cating more lib- 
erty and a more 
equitable share of 
the good 
things 
of life. 
The first 
party has modest- 
ly claimed for It- 
self most of the 
virtue and learn- 
ing, and has ia 
various countries, 
in the past 2,500 
y e a r s , 
stigma- 
t i z e d its 
oppo- 
n e n t s 
a s 
t h e 
" d e m o s , " 
t h e 
"mass," 
the 
"plebeians," 
"Jacobins," 
and 
finally 
"Democrats." 
It has been 
the delight of the luxurious rich in aU 
ages to make fun of the "ignorant Demo- 
crats," and the "greasy and swetxty fel- 
lovfs," and the comic poets and satirists, 
who lived by 
flattering 
the patricians, 
have left us some very funny sketches of 
such men as "Cleon, the leather seller," 
the "agr.irian Gracchi" and other demo- 
crats. 
Similarly 
in the United States, 
from JeiTerson to Cleveland, the party of 
the laboring man, the advocate of per- 
sonal frt'odoin and low taxes, has 
l ^ n 
sneered at and laughed at as "ignorant 
Jacobins." 
But all the same, this much 
abused party 
has ruled these 
United 
States for nearly two-thirds of their mu- 
tual nationality; and on the 5th of June, 
at St. Louis, it will name the president 
for four years more. 


It is a ¿cootl time, therefore, to review 
the national conventions of this curious 
party, which, in the elegant language of 
one Ingalls, of Kansas, "hasn't brains 
euouEih to run a country," and yet has 
somehow trebled the original area of the 
United States, paid two natioual debts, 
and which, after long exclusion from 
power, i.s again bearing rule. 
A very 
curious party, indeed, to do all this "with- 
out brains," and so we naturally look for 
some very curious magic in its nation^ 
conventions. 
When 
the 
country 
was 
youni? and the voters comparatively few 
national conventions were not thoiaght of. 
Washington 
was taken by unimimous 
consent, 
Adiims as the legitimate suc- 
cessor, JclTerson as the organizer of the 
•'Democratic clubs" and 
Madison and 
Monroe as pre-eminently fitted by train- 
ing and experience. 


After the early Democrats came into 
power they adopted what was called the 
rule of "easy .succession," by which the 
secretary of state in one adrainistration 
was its favored candidate lor the presi- 
dency. 
Til is was so well established that 
the supporters of the Adams-Clay com- 
bination of 
1825 had 
the 
presidency 
disposed of ("in their minds") for twenty- 
four years. 
Mr. Adams was to hold, of 
course, for eiiiht years; in 1833 Mr. Clay 
was to succeed him, as previous secreta- 
ries had succeeded their chiefs, aud ap- 
point a secretary who would take the 
reins in 1841, and a breezy paragraphist 
of that day tells us that he knew of san- 
guine vouim men who had their 
eyes 
hopefully lixed on 1849. 
But a "Jacobin" 
named Andrew Jackson walked in and 
knocked 
ail the old 
arrangements 
to 
Bmitiiereens, and thereafter national con- 
ventions were a necessity. 


Besidos tlie law of "easy .succession" 
there- Were eor.gfessional caucuses to de- 
clare tiie party priuciides, and these were 
generally held more than a year before 
the electii'H. 
At the be?íinnin,í; the whole 
nu!iii)>T of voters was less tlinti 500,000, 
and iis late as 1820 it was considered that 
the coIil.'•res^ional caucuses easily gave 
effect to t'lie intent of their respective par- 
ties. 
But in tS'24 there were about9,500,- 
000 people aiiil many ahlo men protested 
against the caiicu'^. 
All tiie randid.'ites 
btit Willi;:ni H. Crawford opposed it. AU 
the new.-p.-ipers not in his interest de- 
nouiiic.i, 
liiliitled and 
carlratnred 
it. 
Nevei l !ieii >s a rancus was c.illed. 
The 
Federal party was extinct, and whoever 
should 
reeeive the nomination of 
the 
Demo-Iíe:!i!l)iicans was thought certain 
of electioii; hilt (inly twenty-four mem- 
bers of eoiiurcss signed the call, 
only 
sixty-six attended 
it 
and 
the opposi- 
tion ]) i[)ers came out with brondsides of 
ridieuie .'lüd much 
(not very 
r»»fined) 
hunun-,lie:\<ied "King Caucus Dethroned." 
The caucus nominated William IT. Craw-

ford and Albert Gallatin; but the former 
had just be n prostrated by paralysis, and 
It was plain to practical men that another 
must 
be president. 
The legislature of 
Tennessee nominated 
Andrew Jackson; 
that of Pennsylvania ratified this; a state 
convention 
added 
John 
C. 
Calhoun 
for vice president, and the other states 
adopted tl-.is by consent. 
Kentucky nom- 
inated Henry Clay, and was seconded by 
public l^odies 
in other 
states. 
John 
Quiucy Adams, secretary of state at the 
time, was similarly nominated. 
It was a 
time of confusion, and out of the general 
break up came the Whig and Democratic 
parties. 
Andrew Jackson received the 
largest vote, but there was no election by 
the people and the house of representa- 
tives ha<l to choose. 
There the friends of 
Clay supported Adams, who was elected— 
"a 
uiitiority president"—and 
at 
once 
named Clay as head of his cabinet; the 
Circumstances had s bad look, the charse 


of "bargain and sale" was raised and 
from that day Henry Clay a.s a presiden- 
tial candidate was doomed, though it took 
his supporters twenty years to learn the 
truth. 


The movement for Gen. Jackson's re- 
nomination began within a day after the 
announcement of Mr. Adams' election; 
but everybody was done with the caucn^ 
The Jacksonians had plenty of time, «nd 
tised it wisely. 
They knew that the 
"easy succession" was done for, that there 
was but one pronjluent military hefo, and 
that the man who had the largest 
vote in 1824 would be hard to beat In IP™* 
00 they took their, time and organ! 
thoroughly.

issnes were already made up, the candi- 
dates selected in the popular mind—Jack- 
son and Calhonn against Adams and Rush* 
The result was: 178 electoral votes for the 
former and 83 for the latter. 
Then parties 
crystallized, and Uien began the long and 
furious war on tariff and United States 
bank. 
This made a convention in 1833 a 
necessity. 


It is scarcely possible to describe the 
fury of party warfare In 1830-32. 
All 
exciting issues seemed to come at once: 
Protective tariff, national bank, nullifica- 
tion, api)ointments for party 
services, 
trouble with 
France, removal of 
the 
Cherokees and, worst of all, venomous 
charges against Clay and Jackson and the 
vilest slanders upon ladies whose hus- 
bands' positions unfortunately involved 
the ladies.' characters. 
And on May 21, 
1832, the first national Democratic con- 
vention met at Baltimore to formulate m 
policy to meet all these issues. 
Three 
hundred and twenty-six delegates were 
present, representing every section; they 
debated wuh ability, ardor and decorum, 
but issued no address to the country— 
Jackson's messages were platform enough. 
He was, of course, renominated by accla- 
mation. 
For vice president Martin Van 
Buren received 260 votes; P. P. Barbour, 
of Virginia, 40, and CoL Richard M. John- 
ston 26. 
And all the reports of the con- 
vention in the New York papers filled less 
space than is now often given to an im- 
portant meeting at Tammany hall. In the 
preceding December the first Whig, or 
"National Republican" convention had 
met in the same city and nominated Henry 
Clay for president and John Sergeant for 
irice president. 
The Anti-Masonic party 
had likewise nominated William Wirt and 
Amos Ellmaker, but its day of strength 
was past. 
It made a vigorous campaign, 
nut cast few votes outside of New York 
and Vermont.

The Whirrs, like their Republican suc- 
cessors, complacently claimed that the'in- 
telligence of the country was on their 
side—all the colleges, the bankers, the 
greatest writers and two-ihirds of the 
newspapers—hence they must 
succeed. 
The 
result 
astonished 
everybody—219 
electoral votes for Jackson, 49 for Clay, 
and for Wirt and Ellmaker those of one 
state, Vermont! 
It wouldn't do to quote 
the popular gibes on the Whigs—they were 
too coarse for this age. 
Tiie friends of 
Clay were utterly prostrated for a time; 
the United States bank was doomed; the 
Democrats went into power to stay, with 
very brief interruptions, for thirty years. 
Among the amazed spectators of this 
amazing campaign was one Louis Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, an exile, who wrote to 
his French friends that "the dissolution 
of authority seems imminent; the central 
power is weak." 


The next Democratic convention was 
also held at Baltimore, and the next and 
many more; for of sixteen national Dem- 
ocratic co;iventions nine have been held in 
that city, Cincinnati and Chicago have 
had two" each, New York and Sc. Louis 
one each, 
and Charleston 
one. 
Balti- 
more \vitnessed the conventional org.an- 
ization of the old Democratic party in 
1833 and its practical dissolution in 1860. 


The nomination and election of Martin 
Van Buren in l8oG were almost matters 
of course; but the next year came the 
great panic, and in 1840 the scepter passed 
to the Whius, but only for a few months. 
The Democratic convention met again at 
Baltimore in 
1844—May 27—and 
was 
plunged at the start into a furious contro- 
versy, ending in the enforcement of the 
"two-thirds rule," avowedly adopted to 
defeat Mr. Van Buren, who had a major- 
ity of votes on the first ballot. 
Since that 
day a two-thirds vote has been necessary 
to nominate in Democratic conventions, 
while other parties require only a major- 
ity. 
Bv the uomination of James K. 
Polk and George M. Dallas, and forcing 
the question of annexation of Texas into 
the campaign, the Democrats completely 
outflanked the Whiss, whose candidates, 
Henry Clay and Theodore Frelinghuyseu, 
were defeated by a popular majority of 
238,284 in a total vote of 2,834,108. ' 'New 
York did it"—and all the judges conceded 
that 'Silas Wright saved New York," his 
popularity as a candidate for governor se- 
curing the state for Polk and Dallas. 


Mr. Van Buren had his revenge; for in 
1848 the "slavery question" had become a 
great issue, and the convention—again at 
Baltimore, 
May 
22—nominated 
Lewis 
Cass, of 
Michigan, and Gen. William 
C. Butler, of Kentucky, on a platform 
which gave Free Soil Democrats a good ex- 
cuse for "bolting." 
Mr. Van Buren led 
the "bolt" in New York, and divided the 
Democrats, giving the state to the Whigs 
and thus insuring the election of Gen. 
Zackary Taylor and Millard Fillmore. It 
was too late, however, for the old Whig 
doctrines to be revived; "Tariff, Bank and 
Distribution" were 
quietly ignored; in 
1853 the Damocrats were united as never 
before and the Whig party was annihi- 
lated. The Democratic convention of 1852 
met June 1, again 
at Baltimore, nomi- 
nated Franklin Pierce for president, and 
adopted the longest platform ever known 
down 
to 
that 
time, 
embodying 
a 
sort 
of 
review 
of 
American 
Demo- 
cratic 
history 
and 
an 
explicit 
formula of the party's doctrines. 
With 
the defeat and virtual dissolution of the 
Whig party, the country entered on an- 
other era of political chaos and realign- 
ment of parties, similar to that of 1824-28; 
but now 
the slaveiy 
issue 
rose 
far 
above 
all 
others, 
and 
from 
1854 
till 1877, slavery, war and reconstruction 
obscured all other Issues. A united Demo- 
cracy elected Buchanan in 1856: in 1860 
the party was divided. Three conventions 
were held, aud so Lincoln became presi- 
dent with but 40 per cent, of the popu- 
lar vote, though the Democrats elected 
a 
majority of 
the 
congressmen. 
As 
long 
as 
Democracy north 
and 
south 
was a unit, the nation could endure the 
separation of the churches and still main- 
tain peace; the division of the great na- 
tional party meant war, as its comple 
reunion in 1884 meant a restoration of 
peace and good wiU from lakes to gulf, a 
burial of the "bloody shirt," and a broad 
liberal policy which is soon to banish all 
discord of sections. 


For sixteen years there was a Demo- 
cratic 
eclipse—"total 
throughout 
the 
iJnited States"—then the genius of Samuel 
J. Tilden almost completed'the reunion of 
the party, and as soon as reunited it had 
«t-»:>ul;ir majority of 240,000. 
Indeed, a

It has been 
the delight of the luxurious rich in all 
agea to make ftm of the "Ignorant Demo- 
crats," and tho "greasy and sweaty fel- 
lows,'1 and tho comic poets and satirist*, 
who lived by flattering the patricians, 
have left us some very funny sketches of 
such inen as "Cleon, the leather seller," 
tbe "agrarian Gracchi" and other demo- 
crats. Similarly in the United States, 
from Jefferson to Cleveland, the party of 
the laboring man, the advocate of per- 
sonal freedom and low taxes, has been 
sneered at and laughed at as "ignorant 
Jacobins." Bnt all the same, this much 
abused party has ruled' these United 
States for nearly two-thirds of their mu- 
tual nationality; and on the 5th of Jane, 
at St. Louis, it will name the president 
for four years more. ' 
It is a good time, therefore, to review 


the national conventions of this curious 
party, which, in the elegant language ot 
one Jngnlls, of Kansas, "hasn't brains 
enough to run a coon try," ntfd yet has 
somehow trebled the original area of tbe 
United States, paid two national debts, 
and which, after long exclusion from 
power, IK again bearing rule. A very 
curious parly, Indeed, to do all this "with- 
out bruins," and so we naturally look for 
some very curious magic in its national 
conventions. When the country waa 
young nnd the votcn comparatively lew 


taaea were already made up, tbo candi- 
date selected In the popular mind—Jack- 
Mm and Calhonn against Adams aud Rush.

And on Hay 81, 
1833, the Qrst national Democratic con- 
vention mut at Baltimore to formulate m 
policy to meet all these issues. Thre* 
hundred aud twenty-six delegates were 
present, representing every section; tbey 
debated with ability, ardor and decorum, 
bat issued no address to the country— 
Jackson's messages were platform enough. 
He was, of course, renomlnated by accla-

The 
Federal party was extinct, and whoever 
should r.'c«lv« the nomination of the 
Demo-Republicans was thought certain 
of cli-ctloii; bnt only twenty-four mem- 
bora of congress signed tho call, only 
•Ixly-six ntUmdcd tt and tlio opposi- 
tion papers cnino out with lirondnldes of 
rldlculu and much (not very it-fined) 
humor hundcd "King Caucus Dethroned."

The Whigs, like tlietr Republican irac- 
cessors, complncently claimed that th* In- 
telligence ot the country was ou their 
Bide—nil tho colleges, tho bankers, the 
greatest writers and two-thirds of the 
uewspnpere—henc« they mnst succeed. 
Tho result astonished everybody—219 
electoral votes for Jncfeson, 4V for Clay, 
and for Wirt and Ellninker thoso of ono 
state, Vcrmontl It wouldn't do to quote 
the popular glbca on the WhlRS—they were 
too coarse for this age. Tbo ftriumls of 
Clay were utterly prostrated for a time; 
the Unltinl StAtos bonk waa doomed; the 
Democrats went Into power to stay, with 
very brief Interruptions, for thirty yean. 
Among tlio amazed spectators of this 
•miwluK campaign was ono Louts Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, an exile, who wroto to 
his French friends that "tho dissolution 
it authority Booms imminent; the central 
power fa weak." 


Tim next Democratic, convention WM 
•bo held nt Baltimore, and tlie next and 
many more; (or of sixteen national Dum- 
ocratic conventions nine have becojioln In 
that city, Cincinnati and Chicago have 
had two uncb, New York nnd St. LoniB 
nno cneli, and Charleston ono. Hlltl- 
moro witnessed tho conventional organ- 
ization of tho old Democratic party in 
1832 and its practical dissolution in 1800. 


The nomination and election of Murtl;» 


Van Borcti in 1830 wcw almost matters 
of cournoi but the next year come the 
great panic, and In 1840 tho scepter panned 
to tho Whigs, but only for a fuw months. 
The Dumocrntlo convention met again at 
Baltimore in 1844—May S7—and wa» 
plunged at the start Into a fnrtoiiB contro- 
versy, ending In tho enforcement of tho 
"two-thlnln rule," avowedly adopted to 
defeat Mr. Van Buna, who liad n major- 
ity of votes on tho flratballut. Since that 
d»y n two-third* vote hns been necessary 
tonominalo In Democratlo conventions, 
while other parties, require only a major- 
ity. Bv tho nomination of James K. 
Polk ntul George M. Dalian, and forcing 
the question ot annexation of Texas Into 
the campaign, tlio Democrats completely 
outflanked tho Whigs, whose candidates, 
Henry Clay and Theodore FrcUnghuyaeii, 
were defeated by ft popular majority of 
288.284 in n total votoof 2,834,108. "New 
York did It"—and all tho J ml RCH conceded 
that "Silns Wright saved New York," bis 
popularity us a candidate for governor se- 
enrlng the rttato for Polk and Dallas. 


Mr. Van Biiren had his revenge; for In 


1848 tho "slavery question" hnd become* 
great issuo, und the convention—again at 
Baltimore, May 23—nominated Lewis 
Cass. of Michigan, and Gen. William 
C. Butler, of Kentucky, on a platform 
which gave Free Soil Democrats ngood ex- 
cuse for "bolting." Mr. Van Buren led 
tho "bolt" In New York, and divided the 
Democrats, giving tbe etatc to the Whigs 
and thus insuring tbe election of Gen. 
Zackary Taylor nnd MlUard FlUmore. It 
was too late, however, for tho old Whig 
doctrines to be revived; "Tarlff.Bankand 
Distribution" were quietly ignored; In 
1853 tlio Democrats were united as never 
before nnd the Whig party wns annihi- 
lated The Democratic convention of loo!) 
met June 1, again at Baltimore, nomi-
